locked loop comprising a loop amplifier, a voltage-controlled 
oscillator and a phase comparator with a mixer, the FM 
demodulator is used by disconnecting the phase- locked loop and by 
applying a fixed tuning voltage to the voltage-controlled 
oscillator to mix the non-FM-modulated signal to ; form a further 
intermediate frequency and the output signal is fed via a 
changeover switch to the downstream processing stages in the case 
of FM reception and to separate downstream signal processing 
circuits in the case of non-FM reception.
